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Relay for Life Sets Up Camp

Preparations are being made for twenty-two 
campsites around the ORR High School track for the 
American Cancer Society Relay for Life which begins on 
Friday, June 10 at 4:30 pm and ends on Saturday, June 11 
at noon. 

The overnight event consists of twelve Tri-Town 
teams who camp out overnight while having their 
members take turns walking the track for an 18-hour 
period. Someone from each team must be walking at all 
times during the relay. 

The event is free and open to the public. Some of the 
Tri-Town teams participating include One Step at A Time, 
Loud and Clear, Loving Bees, Wacky Waving Inflatable 
Flailing Arm Tube Men, Swamp Yankees and Close the 
Book on Cancer. 

'This is a collaborative effort,'' said Heather Ruel, 
event chairperson for the Tri-Town Relay for Life. "WeTl 
have the campsites, music, a concert, balloons, four foot 
ribbons, refreshments, vendors, food, a balloonist, an ORR 
dance team performance, a DJ, a stage with a photo slide 
show of those lost and three memory boards for people to 
thumbtack photos, mementos and other memorabilia of 
those lost to cancer," said Ms. Ruel. 

This is the sixth year of the Tri-Town Relay for Life. 
"The first year we raised $15,000 and last year we raised 
$66,000," said Ms. Ruel, who is a cancer survivor who got 
involved two years ago. 

The three memory boards are a new addition to the 
event and were built and donated by students at Old 
Colony Vocational Technical High School in Rochester. 
"The students were very happy to take on this project," 
said Stu Norton, an instructor at the high school. 

"The students wanted to be a part of the effort to 
fight cancer. The memory boards stand up like big picture 
frames, with a purple center with a window casing 
around it. They are four foot by eight foot with a brace on

the back and have a cellulose type material in the middle 
for thumb-tacking items to it," said Mr. Norton. 

The event runs for eighteen hours "because cancer 
never sleeps," said Ms. Ruel. 

The Relay is broken down into three time periods, 
starting with Celebration, which begins with the 
Survivor's Lap on Friday at 5:00 pm with a serenade by 
the Occasional Singers. "Last year we had 80 people who 
were survivors with their caregivers. We are expecting 
about a hundred this year," said Ms. Ruel. According to 
Ms. Ruel, anyone diagnosed with cancer is a survivor. 

The second period is Remember, which happens 
after dark. Candles are lit inside paper bags filled with 
sand, each one bearing the name of a person touched by 
cancer and participants walk a lap in silence. A bagpiper 
will walk the track alone and play during the Remember 
period, while the participants and the public standby and 
watch. The Lumineria ceremony will be held at 9:00 pm 
and helps illuminate the track for the walkers through the 
night. 

In the morning, the third period. Fight Back, starts at 
daybreak, signifying a commitment to save lives by taking 
up the fight against cancer. 

Ms. Ruel said that volunteers are needed to help set 
up, starting on Friday at 7:00 am and break down the 
event at noon on Saturday. "Anybody can come at any 
time... we're serving breakfast. We need people to set up 
tables and chairs, put out water, walk the track, keep up 
with the trash. If you can give an hour of your time, we'd 
appreciate it," said Ms. Ruel. Volunteers also get a free 
t-shirt. 

The Relay for Life is a national event involving more 
than 3.5 million people in 5,000 communities in the 
United States, along with additional communities in 20 
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other countries. It began in 1985 when Dr. Gordy Klatt, 
a colorectal surgeon in Tacoma, Washington ran and 
walked around a track for 24 hours to raise money for 
the American Cancer Society. The Relay has grown from 
a single man's passion to fight cancer into the world's 
largest movement to end the disease. Funds are used 
in a variety of ways to raise cancer awareness through 
advertising, supporting homes which house family 
members of those being treated for cancer and running a 
camp for children with cancer. Other uses of the monies 
include providing transportation to those needing cancer 
treatment and wigs and makeup to help cover up scars.

Senior Center Building Comm. Formed 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman 
Bradford Morse on May 9, 2011 at 7:03 pm in the Town 
Hall. Also in attendance were Selectmen Richard 
Nunes and Naida Parker, Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera, and Assistant to the Selectmen Veronica 
Lafreniere. 
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Minutes from the April 25, 2011 meeting and 
executive session were approved. 

In their first appointment, the Board met with the 
task force from the Friends of the Elderly to discuss an 
addition to the Rochester Senior Center to host a Senior 
Day Care Program. Sharon Lally, Director of the Council 
on Aging, outlined a plan by the Friends of the Elderly 
to purchase a pre-fabricated building, connect it to the 
current Senior Center with a corridor, and donate the 
completed structure to the town. According to Ms. Lally, 
Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge has volunteered to 
oversee the site work. 

The Friends of the Elderly have raised $75,000 
for the project and would like to continue moving the 
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project ahead at their task force meeting on Thursday, 
May 12 at 9:30 am, she said. Ms. Lally noted that the 
Building Inspector would like an engineer appointed to 
oversee the project from beginning to end. She said some 
townspeople might be willing to donate their expertise 
although they may not be engineers by trade. 

In public comment, resident Jill Bodeau expressed 
concern about the impact of the septic system. Chairman 
Morse also raised concerns about the effect of the 
building addition on the utility and other ongoing costs. 
'This is a town building,'' Chairman Morse said. "Fm 
looking out for the long-term future of the taxpayer." 

Mr. LaCamera cautioned that if the town does not 
appoint a building committee for a sanctioned building 
project, anything that happens is the responsibility 
of the Friends of the Elderly. "I wouldn't want that 
responsibility," Mr. LaCamera said. 

Resident Beverly Brewer talked about her time in 
Rochester since 1957 and how much the residents who 
are now seniors have contributed to the town. "I want 
to get a feeling from the Board that they are behind this 
project," Ms. Brewer said. 

"The selectmen are in favor of this building. We just 
want to make sure it is done right," Chairman Morse 
said. 

The Board voted to create a building committee for 
this project. The Selectmen asked anyone interested in 
serving on the building committee for the Senior Center 
addition to contact the Selectmen's office: 508-763-3871, 
ext. 10. 

In their second appointment, the Board met in joint 
session with the Planning Board and appointed Bendrix 
Bailey and Peter Galmacca to one year terms on the 
Planning Board. Selectman Naida Parker took a brief 
recess as Selectman and switched to her Town Clerk role 
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to swear in Peter Galmacca to his term on the Planning 
Board. 

The Selectmen voted to sign: 

• The 2010 Census Precinct Vote. 

• The Warrant for the May 23 Town Meeting. 

• Appointments for Police Officers, Dispatchers, 
Inspectors, Certified Weighers, Zoning Board of Appeals, 
Council on Aging, and the Greenways Committee. 

• Approval for several flammable fluid permits. 
Mr. LaCamera began his report by announcing 

the Police Department has received two grants, one 
for 30 helmets for bicycles, scooters, skateboards and 
roUerblades, and a second grant providing $2,250 for 
police officer driver training. 

Mr. LaCamera reminded the Board there would be 
a warrant review on Monday, May 16 at 7:30 pm when 
the Finance Committee and the Board meet jointly in the 
Town Hall. Department heads and citizens may come in 
to discuss budget, he said. The warrant will be posted 
on the town website on May 10, will be available at town 
hall, and will be published in The Wanderer on May 19, he 
added. 

In correspondence, the Board received notification 
that the county emergency notification system would be 
shut down due to lack of funding. The system provided 
reverse 911 service and allowed the town to contact 
residents and alert them of safety issues. 

The Board announced upcoming meetings on May 
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16, May 23, June 6, June 20, July 11, July 25, August 8, and 
August 22. There will also be Memorial Day observances 
on May 29. 

Under new business. Selectman Nunes discussed 
the cancellation of the Rochester Country Fair due to 
liability concerns. For the last 11 years the fair has been 
held on private property at Plumb Corner, exposing the 
owner to liability for accidents. Last year Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis (EEE) emerged as a concern, causing the 
organizers to cancel evening events. Selectman Nunes 
identified town owned property at Dexter 's Lane and 
Pine Street as potential sites for a future fair, circus or 
other community event. Dexter lane is not well-suited 
because it is groomed for baseball and lacrosse and a 
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tractor pull or similar activity would dig up the turf. The 
Pine Street site is 20 acres. 

The Board decided to establish a committee to explore 
the development of the Pine Street property for town and 
public events. Selectman Nunes said he would draft a 
mission statement for the committee. 

The meeting adjourned at 7:55 pm. 

Override and Fire Truck Articles Pass 

Mattapoisett Town Meeting

The 2011 Mattapoisett Annual Town Meeting was 
called to order on May 9, 2011 at 6:30 pm by Town 
Moderator Jack Eklund. With a quorum of 130 people 
noted, town meeting members hunkered down to tackle a 
41-article warrant with the Board of Selectmen, Financial 
Committee (FinCom), Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne, and Town Counsel David Jenkins and Town 
Accountant Suzanne Szyndlar available for comment. 

Article 1 asked town meeting members to set the 
annual compensation for elected officers. The salaries 
were outlined as being: $200 for the town moderator; 
$3,700 for the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen; $3,300 
for the other members of the Board of Selectmen; $3,300 
for each of the Town Assessors; $48,691 for the Town 
Clerk; $400 for the members of the Board of Health; 
$65,024 for the Highway Surveyor; $400 for the members 
of the Mattapoisett School Committee; $400 for each of the 
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Water/Sewer Commissioners; $7,074 for the Tree Warden; 
$737 for the Herring Inspector. 

Article 1, which required a majority vote, passed 
without discussion, 130-0. 

At 7:00 pm. Moderator Eklund called the first of two 
2011 Special Town Meetings to order. In Article SI, the 
Town was asked to appropriate $4,200 for outstanding 
school audit costs from previous years. The single article 
on the first special town meeting warrant needed a nine- 
tenths vote and was passed, 130-0. 

At 7:24 pm, the second Special Town Meeting was 
called to order. 

In Article S(2)l, the Town was asked to amend a town 
bylaw, to increase the FY08 Compensation Schedule by 
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one percent. Article S(2)l, which required a majority vote, 
passed 130-0. 

Article S(2)2 asked the Town to amend a personnel 
bylaw to classify both the Fire Inspector and Police 
Captain, as "grade exempt''. Selectman Chairman Jordan 
Collyer explained that the article was a "housekeeping 
item" to change the titles of the positions, which had been 
recently altered or created. Article S(2)2, which required a 
majority vote, passed 130-0. 

The town reconvened into its annual Town Meeting. 
Article 2 asked town meeting members to approve a 
Fiscal Year (FY) 2012 operating budget of $20,853,133 
million. Included in that budget was $1,615,181 for the 
police department and $5,901,089 for the local school 
budget. 

The only budgetary hold was placed by town 
meeting member Brad Hathaway, who motioned that the 
town should withhold the Conservation Commission's 
(ConCom) budget until they agreed to bring an article for 
wetlands protection to town meeting floor. 

Mr. Hathaway said that, for the 2010 Special Town 
Meeting warrant, there had been two wetland protection 
bylaw articles planned - one to be presented by ConCom, 
and the other to be presented by the Coalition for 
Buzzard's Bay. Mr. Hathaway said that those articles had 
been postponed for the sake of necessary public hearings, 
which ConCom has since held. However, Mr. Hathaway 
said he was dismayed to see that the articles still had not

been placed on the annual Town Meeting warrant, and he 
said that he thought the town should remove ConCom's 
budget until they agreed to bring the articles to Town 
Meeting floor. 

"State regulations are not adequate enough to protect 
our wetlands/' he said. 'There were people opposed 
[to these articles] for selfish reasons. . . Unless we get 
something passed, we are putting this town in jeopardy - 
maybe not for us, but for our children. . 

Mr. Hathaway's motion to remove ConCom's budget 
was seconded, but ultimately defeated by town meeting 
members. 

With no further discussion on the budget as 
presented. Article 2, which required a majority vote, 
passed 130-0. 

Article 3 asked to establish a stabilization fund for the 
regional school district to "moderate annual fluctuations" 
and avoid strain felt from increased Old Rochester 
Regional (ORR) assessments based on population changes 
in upcoming years. Article 3, which required a two-thirds 
vote, passed 149-1. 

In Article 4, town meeting members were asked to 
consider appropriating $218,000 to the stabilization fund 
approved in Article 3. The sum of money would come 
from the tax levy. Article 4, which required a two-thirds 
vote, passed 149-1. 

In Article 5, the town considered creating an "Other 
Post-Employment Benefits" (OPEB) trust fund, and as

part of the article, would appropriate $50,000 from the tax 
levy, and sewer and water retained earnings to the OPEB 
fund. This trust fund would reduce the strain of post- 
employment benefits for town workers, according to the 
Board of Selectmen. Article 5, which required a majority 
vote, passed 150-0. 

Article 6 was for the establishment of a special 
education stabilization fund. The fund would be available 
for fluctuating costs associated with special education 
funding in the local school system. Article 6, which 
required a two-thirds vote, passed 144-2. 

Article 7, which asked town meeting members to 
consider establishing a departmental reserve for sewer 
expenses, called for the appropriation of $10,000 from

the Sewer Department Enterprise Funds retained 
earnings to the FY12 Sewer Department annual budget 
for "unforeseen expenses''. Article 7, which required a 
majority vote, passed 146-0. 

Article 8, which asked town meeting members to 
consider establishing a departmental reserve for water 
expenses, called for the appropriation of $10,000 from 
the Water Department Enterprise Fund retained earnings 
to the FY12 Water Department annual budget. Article 8, 
which required a majority vote, passed 146-0. 

Article 9 asked the town to consider authorizing the 
use of revolving funds for town departments, and to re- 
authorize existing town revolving funds. Article 9, which 
required a majority vote, passed 146-0. 

Article 10 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $35,000 from free cash for the purpose of 
funding an annual evaluation of property in Mattapoisett. 
Such an evaluation is required by the Department of 
Revenue, according to Board of Assessor's Chairman 
Rebecca McCullough. Article 10, which required a 
majority vote, passed 146-0. 

Article 11 asked the town to consider using funds 
received for the police station restoration, which was 
completed after a pipe burst at the station on May 28, 
2010. The water damage required sections of the station 
to be gutted. The article asked the town to authorize 
funds from the insurance proceeds greater than 
$20,000, receipts in the amount of $249,915.74 and for 
appropriation from unused previous town meeting article 
balances for the restoration work. 

Article 11, which required a majority vote, passed 
without comment, 146-0. 

Article 12 asked the Town to consider a change to 
general bylaws related to the annual dog license fee 
schedule. To register a dog, the fee would be $12 for

unaltered dogs, $9 for spayed /neutered dogs, and no 
changes were made to kennel fees. Article 12, which 
required a majority vote, passed 144-2. 

Article 13 was withdrawn by Water /Sewer 
Superintendent William Nicholson without discussion. 

Article 14 asked the town to amend Mattapoisett 
zoning bylaws for ''family related apartments", 
commonly referred to as "in-law apartments". The 
current size limitation in the bylaw is 500 square feet, 
but the article asked town meeting members to consider 
increasing that maximum-allowed size to 700 square 
feet, in order to make adequate, affordable housing more 
readily available for Mattapoisett families.

Andrews presented the article to town meeting, saying 
that the proposed bylaw amendment would increase 
the Town's affordable housing percentage, which, 
according to a 2000 census, was about 2.7 percent. The 
state recommends an affordable housing percentage of 
10 percent. Article 14, which required a two-thirds vote, 
passed 145-1. 

Article 15, a petition article, asked the town to accept 
the layout of River Bend Lane as a gift. Article 15 was 
withdrawn. 

Article 16 asked the Town to consider appropriating 
$110,948 from free cash and $18,500 from previous article 
balances to the Capital Improvement Stabilization Fund. 
Article 16, which required a two-thirds vote, passed 145-0. 

Article 17 sought the approval of a five-year capital 
improvement plan that would require no funding. In 
a presentation from the Capital Planning Committee 
Chairman Chuck McCullough, town members received 
an update on the state of capital needs in Mattapoisett. 
Included in the list of recent work were improvements 
to the Town Hall, the fire station and highway barn. The 
capital needs report establishes a maintenance schedule 
for the "assets and infrastructure of Mattapoisett''. Town 
meeting members passed Article 17 unanimously (145-0), 
to acknowledge receipt of the Capital Planning report. 

Article 18 asked the Town to appropriate $144,700 
from the Capital Improvement Stabilization Fund to 
purchase: 18 replacement SCBA air bottles for the Fire

the article's approval. 

Fire Chief Andrew Murray presented the need to 
the town meeting floor, saying that the current 1987 fire 
truck was designed to last 25 years and was at the end 
of its lifespan. 'The truck is in very poor condition,'' 
he said, citing braking, steering and body rot issues on 
the vehicle, which carries 1,000 gallons and is the first 
to respond to calls. Most recently, he said that the truck 
would not even start when the fire department attempted 
to respond to a call. 

Chief Murray said that the current engine could be 
repaired for "just over $200,000", but those repairs would 
not address the rust issues, and that after the expensive 
repair, "[the town] would still have a 25-year-old truck." 
The new fire truck, he said, would be designed to fit in 
the current fire station and would have airbags for the 
on-call firefighters as a safety measure. Article 19, which 
required a two-thirds vote, passed 142-3. 

Article 20 asked the Town to establish a roadway 
improvement plan. In the plan, the Highway Department 
would work with contracted companies to rebuild and 
improve designated Mattapoisett roads. Required in the 
plan was an appropriation for $200,000, contingent upon 
the passage of a proposition 2-and-a-half question on the 
2011 Town Election ballot. 

Mr. Gagne said that there was approximately $1 
million of road repair needed in town, and those streets

had been outlined in a roadwork prioritization schedule 
drafted with Highway Surveyor Barry Denham. Mr. 
Gagne said that the town could not wait for Chapter 90 
funds to complete the work, because further degradation 
would make the roadwork repairs more costly with time. 
With the road improvement plan, Mr Gagne said that the 
project would be completed in five to seven years. Article 
20, which required a two-thirds vote, passed 138-2.

Article 21, w^hich required a 
majority vote, passed 130-0. 

Article 22 asked the Tow^n to vote to raise and 
appropriate $325,000 for paying Mattapoisett's share 
of capital improvements at the Fairhaven Waste Water 
Treatment Plant. Article 22, w^hich required a tw^o-thirds 
vote, passed 130-0.

Article 29, which required a 
majority vote, passed 125-0. 

Article 30 asked the Town to consider a land 
acquisition for the Bike Path. The trail acquisition would 
cross over the YMCA property in the area of Reservation 
Road. Article 30, which required a two-thirds vote, 
passed 125-0.

Article 35 asked town meeting members to accept 
the Mattapoisett Affordable Housing Trust Fund, which 
would be charged with creating and protecting affordable 
housing in the town for the benefit of low and moderate- 
income households. Article 35, which required a majority 
vote, passed 120-0.

passed 70-2. 

Article 40 asked the town to enter a lease agreement 
for a new computer mainframe system for the Town 
Hall. The new system would be included in the operating 
budget. Article 40, which required a majority vote, 
passed 72-0. 

Article 41 asked the Town to enter a lease agreement 
for two replacement cardiac care life support units for 
the town's two ambulances. Due to distance from St.

After nearly six months of testimony on a 
proposed bituminous concrete plant in northeastern 
Rochester, the Planning Board voted to close the public 
hearing first thing at a special meeting on May 17. 
Edgewood Development, applicant, indicated that it will 
not allow for any more extensions after the eight hearings 
did has already entertained on the proposal, so the board 
is required to render a final decision by May 30. 

The proposed plant has stirred up some 
controversy due to its proximity to two abutting

residences, one of which is 60 feet away from the 
5-acre site. Abutters - both residential and commercial 
(including Rochester Bituminous Plant) - hired Benjamin 
Tymann of Mintz Levin to oppose the proposal. During 
the past few months, Mr. Tymann has brought in 
numerous experts on the sound, traffic, light and home 
value impact of the site. The asphalt plant would be 
developed in Rochester's industrial sector. 

The Edgewood Development application ''has 
been reviewed to death," said applicant Tim Higgins at 
the May 10 hearing. "We're at the point where there is 
nothing to be gained" by an additional review, he added. 

However, the board did hear several experts on 
both the applicant and abutter sides present their cases. 
Brion Corning, an acoustic expert from Cavanaugh Tocci 
Associates who is representing Edgewood, discussed 
his rebuttal to a presentation by Eric Thalheimer about 
methodology used to determine the noise impact of the 
plant. As per the request of board member Ben Bailey 
at the last hearing, he provided point-by-point data 
discussing noise sources and corresponding mitigation, 
including silencers on fans, enclosure of a slat conveyer, 
and back-up alarm silencers. 

"This plant will comply with Mass DEP 
[Department of Environmental Protection] acoustic 
criteria both day and night," Mr. Corning said. Jerry 
LoRusso, applicant for the plant, "would not be spending 
this kind of money to not comply with Mass DEP 
standards. Otherwise he does not get a ticket to ride," he 
added, noting that the plant will cost between $3.5 to $4 
million to build. 

Some give and take occurred between the board 
and Mr. Corning on the methodology used to measure 
ambient noise levels, which Mr. Corning said should 
not include "two o'clock in the morning in February,"

because of the plant's seasonal operation. He added that 
Mr. Thalheimer was incorrect to use the quietest season to 
determine the base noise level, arguing that this technique 
is used for year-round operations like power plants 
but not for seasonal businesses, like asphalt plants. The 
proposed plant would be inoperable from November to 
April. 

In response to a related question from Chairman 
Arnie Johnson on hours of operation, Mr. LoRusso said 
he would abide by whatever hours currently are used by 
the nearest bituminous competitor, Rochester Bituminous 
Plant. Board member Gary Florindo recommended that 
the board see firsthand the operating hours of Rochester 
Bituminous Plant on its 1996 permit, as in the past often 
businesses did not operate at night. 

However, Town Planner John Charbonneau 
cautioned against comparisons. "We have to be careful 
comparing this project to other projects. This project 
should be based on its own merits, it can't duplicate what 
was done in the past," he said. The board did not act on 
the matter.

'The data tells us a story, and now we can reach a 
solution,'' committee member Sharon Hartley said, noting 
that the school needs to charge what it costs to run the 
food program.

enrollment and space concerns. Mr. Scholz commented 
that given the state of the building project, it is ''too 
risky'' to assume no snags will impede the slated 
September completion of the project. Superintendent 
Doug White recommended reconsidering School Choice 
next year during the budgeting process. 

The committee also voted to approve an Internet 
Safety policy that qualifies the district for e-rate funding. 
"This will make sure we have procedures in place as part 
of the Children's Internet Act," the superintendent said, 
explaining that the district uses a "Joe Box system" to 
filter out inappropriate material. 

In her report. Chairperson Tina Rood presented a 
recognition of achievement to Danni Kleiman for her 
work with the RMS drama club and for running the 
Student Council. 

Ms. Rood also informed the committee that physical 
education teacher Kevin Woodward is organizing 
a Walkathon in place of field day due to pending 
construction at the school. On June 8, students will walk 
along Hartley, Pine and Snipatuit Roads with police detail 
and twenty volunteers on hand. Students will have the 
opportunity to make the event a fundraiser for a new 
playground. 

Mr. White updated the committee on the state 
budget. Although it is still not approved, he said that 
likely Chapter 70 monies would remain in place for 
next year. However, he reminded the committee that 
federal stimulus funds will be dried up and present some 
challenges during next year's budget process. 

In his report. Principal Jay Ryan stated that the Eno 
interactive white boards are "used phenomenally and 
daily" at the school thanks in part to teacher training that 
took place earlier this year. "And students are paying

The new Cumberland Farms is the result of a 
settlement between the town and company following 
a denial of the application last fall. The operation will 
include a two-story convenience store (the only two-story 
Cumberland Farms in existence), three gas pumps with 
six lanes, extensive landscaping, new public restrooms, 
LED lighting, a bike rack, and redone curb cuts to address 
traffic safety.

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Magauran, adding, "The two-story structure makes 
it more consistent with the area. This is definitely an 
improvement over the existing structure.'' 

Mr. Magauran also spoke on the financial advantages 
gained by the town with the expanded operation. "This is 
bigger, better, and more expensive and will bring in more 
tax revenue. The town will generate more revenue at this 
site than it has in the past," he said. 

At the meeting, Cumberland Farms representatives 
hashed out final business related to the application, 
including the Planning Board's approval of a related 
Approval Not Required (ANR) perimeter plan that 
provides a three-year zoning protection to the land. Also, 
the applicant agreed to update all 28 sheets of its plan to 
ensure the latest changes are reflected. 

The approval also was conditioned on the Planning 
Board's endorsement from other boards and departments 
on related applications, including a Special Permit 
allowing underground source tanks. Doug Troyer of 
Marcus, Errico, Emmer and Brooks - representing 
Cumberland Farms - said that hearing is set for June 6. 
Once the permit is obtained, he said, "We're basically 
there, moving onto the building project at that point." 

Cumberland Farms Planning Department Manager 
Manny Paiva said that endorsement of the additional 
Special Permit would not hold up the company's plan to 
raze and rebuild the operation starting in July, with an 
expected completion time of mid-November this year.

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As required by law, the board is set to draft all 
conditions related to plan within 14 days. 

In other business, the Marion Planning Board 
weighed in on Tabor Academy's application before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals to replace its field between 
Spring and Front streets with turf, and install lighting and 
bleachers. The Building Commissioner had denied the 
building permit application last month. 

The board overwhelmingly agreed that Tabor 
Academy must go through the required permitting 
process to make the changes, namely because increased 
lighting will affect the neighborhood. Tabor Academy's 
effort to move forward with the project with no 
mitigation nor an effort or process to review mitigation is 
''incensory'' Mr. Magauran said.

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committee voted not to adopt School Choice, a state 
program which allows out-of-district students to attend 
Sippican in exchange for $5,000 from the sending district. 
The committee cited enrollment and space concerns as its 
reasons for not moving forward. 

In response to a request from Mr. Gordon, the 
committee decided to more thoroughly consider School 
Choice during budgeting time to see if it is a good fit 
for the school. Joseph Scott, who also serves on the Old 
Rochester Regional District committee, commented on 
the success of School Choice at the junior high and high 
school in attracting strong students. Next year, these 
schools will accommodate 50 School Choice students. 

Superintendent Doug White updated the committee 
on state budget talk on Beacon Hill, which indicates that 
Chapter 70 monies ''are safe.'' However, he pointed out 
that the evaporation of federal American Reinvestment 
and Recovery Act dollars would have a significant impact 
on this district and others throughout the state. 

Speaking of the budget, he said the $5,096,914 
Sippican School budget would appear on the warrant 
on May 16. This amount is $8,598, or .19 percent, short 
of last year's levels but Mr. White described the change 
as "miniscule." He clarified that Sippican has 21 more 
students than last year to counter talk on the street that 
the school population has dropped. 

In the principal's report, Ms. Rivet reported that 
Sippican students won silver medals at the MICCA 
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concert band competition. Also, teachers received 
additional training in the new Every Day Math 
curriculum and a few staff members attended the 
Kenneth Williams Professional Learning Workshop. 

Facilities Manager Steve Murphy said that progress 
on upgrading the school's Direct Digital Control System 
- which will help the school better control and monitor 
gas/ electricity usage - continues and that hopefully 
by September "we'll have a tight system." Mr. Murphy 
said currently he is working with a contractor to retro 
commission pieces of equipment, and that a new 
circulation pump would soon be installed. 

Mr. White reminded the committee that his 
performance evaluation, which will include a public

School Report 

Surprise Anti-BuUying Assembly at ORR

During homeroom last Thursday morning, the 
students of Old Rochester Regional High School were 
surprised to hear on the announcements that they would 
be attending a short assembly in the school's auditorium 
during their second block classes. The freshmen and 
sophomores attended the assembly first, followed by the 
juniors and seniors. (When Old Rochester Regional has 
a school assembly in the auditorium, it has to be done 
twice since only half the school can be seated at one 
time.) In the assembly, which was under twenty minutes 
long, the students watched a video featuring a musical 
group called the New Boyz, who were sharing a positive 
message about being ''too cool" to be bullied, to bully, 
or to stand by when someone else is being bullied. The 
video, which ended on such a positive note, actually 
began much more negatively, citing alarming statistics 
about the prevalence of bullying and the number of 
fatalities that result from bullying. 

Then, when the video concluded, disc jockeys from 
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Fun 107 stepped onto the stage from behind the closed 
curtains and spoke to the Old Rochester Regional 
students about being active in denouncing bullying and 
stepping in to help a victim, rather than let the violence 
and taunting slide. The disc jockeys told the students that 
Fun 107 was holding a contest, in which students would 
text the radio station's number with the reason they were 
too cool for bullying, and one random winner would 
win a New Boyz concert for their school. The student 
whose text message is selected will also be able to bring a 
small group of friends backstage to meet the New Boyz. 
Following this announcement from Fun 107, Mr. Parker 
granted the Old Rochester Regional students amnesty 
from texting (but only in the auditorium). The majority 
of students at the assembly pulled out their cell phones 
to participate in the contest. Hopefully an Old Rochester 
Regional student will be the lucky winner! 

On a completely unrelated note, there is information 
on the high school website about this summer's math 
boot camp, which will be running on every Friday 
after the Fourth of July from 8:00 am to 12:00 pm. The 
program, which will be run by a former Old Rochester 
Regional student who is currently a senior at Boston 
College (double major in secondary education and math 
with a minor in middle school math education), will 
help students who need help in math advancement. The 
review will be conducted with small group instruction. 
The instructor and Old Rochester Regional 2008 graduate, 
Molly McCarthy, brings to the table her experience from 
her college pre-practicums at Brighton High School, 
Trinity Catholic High School, and Milton High School. 
Her full practicum will be this coming fall at Newton 
North High School. Students who are interested in 
participating in her math boot camp can find applications 
in both the main and guidance offices. 

And finally, this is the end of the last week of 
Advanced Placement testing at Old Rochester Regional. 
Many juniors and seniors were taking the twelve tests 
that had been offered to students this year, covering 
subjects in math, science, English, social studies, 
language, and lastly economics.

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As a summer resident of Marion since 1995, and 
only recently a full-etime registered voter, I have been 
following issues that are on the Warrant for Marion 
Town Meeting (6:45 pm, Monday, May 16) very carefully 
First, I was appalled to learn that several members of 
the Planning Board and 2015 Oversight Committee are 
property owners or relatives of property owners who 
will directly financially benefit from the approval of 
the Neighborhood Overlay District (NOD). One of the 
property owners, Margie Baldwin, has been lobbying 
with informational teas and mailings to ask for citizens' 
approval of NOD. What is most disturbing is that her son 
in law, Steve Grima, sits on the 2015 Oversight Committee 
and did not recuse himself from deliberations and 
recommendations regarding the NOD.

corner of Front Street and Route 195 and put up a fast 
food restaurant there''. This is untrue. That land is not 
zoned for business so this could not happen. If we reject 
NOD at Town Meeting, all the existing allowed uses of 
land in town will still be allowed. We have no bylaw at 
present that prevents chains from coming into town. The 
proposed NOD does not say anything about preventing 
chains. This is something that was called for in the 2015 
report, but never implemented by the Planning Board 
despite several requests to do so. This should become a 
top priority in the future for the Planning Board.

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significantly raising school costs and increasing the strain 
on Marion's already-strapped school budget. Currently, 
the total school costs comprise about 70 percent of the 
Town of Marion's budget. 

At Marion Planning Board meetings, I have voiced 
concerns about costs to the town of increased student 
numbers due to the NOD, especially when combined 
with the influx of students from the large 40B affordable 
housing development which we now know is moving 
forward, adjacent to the NOD. The Planning Board and 
proponents of the NOD argue that Sippican Elementary 
School can accommodate many more students.

Marion Town Meeting 
for All Ages

Parents with young children or tight schedules 
often do not even bother to participate, and the 
under 40-crowd may not relish the thought of 
spending hours poring through warrant articles on 
department appropriation requests, bylaw changes, 
or whatever else is reigning on the town's agenda. 

However, some Marion residents are hoping 
to buck that trend and encourage a younger crowd 
to engage in the process. 

It all began with Sherman Briggs, a 
Planning Board and Conservation Commission 
member, who decided that it is about time to bring 
some younger folks into the fold. 

"We have a big problem that the younger 
generation is not involved in the town meeting. 
It's amazing to me when I come into contact with 
people who have never attended," Mr. Briggs said, 
noting that only 50 people participated the fall 
special meeting - just enough to meet quorum. "My 
view is: you shouldn't complain about the town if 
you [don't participate]," he said. 

So Mr. Briggs approached Boy and Cub 
Scout leaders with his concern, and now the 
scouting groups are signed up to present the color 
guard for the Pledge of Allegiance. 

"I figure if all the kids show up as an 
exercise, then their parents have to come, too. 
That's my plan," Mr. Briggs said. "Sippican School 
parents should get involved. The whole town 
should not be run by a select few." 

The scouting leaders took his advice a step 
further and expanded on the idea to make the 



meeting truly welcoming to parents. A request for 
help out to the Old Rochester Regional District 
prompted a group of ORR students to volunteer 
their babysitting services to younger children 
during the meeting. ORR teacher Terry Dall has 
secured the commitment of at least five students 
from the National Honor Society to help out with 
these kids. 

"This will allow families to bring their 
children if they would like to attend," explained 
Sippican Elementary School Principal Lyn Rivet. 
"We are asking that the children bring activities 
from home," she added. The babysitting services 
will be available from 6:30 to 9:00 pm in the 
school's multi-purpose room for no cost to any 
resident needing childcare. 

Also, the Sippican School administration 
decided to engage its own students at the town 
meeting. Specifically, about 20 children from the 
Sippican Band will perform the National Anthem 
under the direction of music teacher Hannah 
Moore. 

"This is the first year, that I know of, that 
this has been done," Ms. Rivet said. "It is our 
hope that this will be the beginning of a yearly 
tradition. . . I am sure they will do a phenomenal 
job." 

It seems that Mr. Briggs' strategy is 
working, as with every performing child surely 
a parent or guardian will arrive in tow. That will 
mean more voting members, and perhaps part of a 
means to bolster numbers in a town "that struggles 
to get to 250," he said. 

"Hopefully this will motivate some of the 
parents [to attend]," he said. 

For residents young and old and in- 
between, the Marion Town Meeting is scheduled 
for May 16 at 6:45 pm at Sippican Elementary 
School.

Hammer Time

Thor. Starring Chris Hemsworth and Natalie Portman. 
Directed by Kenneth Branagh. Running time: 114 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Those who find themselves as tired of comic-book 
movies as I am might also find themselves attending Thor 
for the same reason I did: it's directed by Kenneth Branagh. 
The man knows battle scenes {Henry V), he knows pomp 
and circumstance {Hamlet), he knows romance {Much Ado 
About Nothing). Give Branagh a Shakespeare play and he's 
a god. But Thor, based on one of Marvel Comics' second-tier 
heroes, is a long, sad distance from the Bard. Still, I dared 
to hope. Branagh can be an earthy, robust director, and who 
better to oversee the power clashes of Asgard than the man 
who turned Hamlet into a glorious four-hour nonstop orgy of 
eye candy? 

Branagh does not appear in Thor, and it could've 
used him. What we do get isn't shabby. Sick of brooding 
superheroes, I enjoyed Chris Hemsworth's interpretation of 
Thor as basically a jock too big for his britches, a powerful 
pup who'd rather set his land at war with the Frost Giants 
(the Frost Giants?) than suffer any insult to Asgard. Thor 
also likes to eat and drink to excess; he's a hearty Norse 
god who lets out a full-lunged laugh when he's up against a 
foe who might actually beat him. Hemsworth is immensely 
likable, as are most of his castmates; Natalie Portman, as 
Thor's mortal love interest, doesn't have much of a character 
to play but seems to be having fun (while her assistant, 
Kat Dennings, snarks around in the backgrounds of shots); 
Anthony Hopkins, as Thor's father Odin, gets his voice 
up impressively. A lot of the Asgard scenes are a matter of 
lavishly armored men belching fustian at each other, but 
Hopkins brings some wit and surprise to his intonations. 

Thor has been banished to Earth for his 
aforementioned hubris, and his legendarily nefarious 
brother Loki (Tom Hiddleston) gets busy in Asgard with 
murky plans involving the Frost Giants. (The Frost Giant si 




Really?) Eventually, Loki sends a big fire-shooting metal 
monster called the Destroyer to incinerate Thor in the New 
Mexico town where he ended up, and the spectacle has 
a deep-bass crunchy physicality. On Asgard, though, the 
action scenes are too obviously fully wrought in a computer, 
and the editor (Paul Rubell, who helped cut the equally 
unscannable Transformers films) turns everything into 
whirling, smash-and-grab gibberish. It's no use complaining 
about this, I suppose; this is how action films have looked 
for about a decade and will look for many years to come. 
They're edited for an almost elliptical impression of action, 
not for pace or clarity. 

This is the fourth superhero flick actually to be 
produced independently by Marvel Studios, after the two 
Iron Man movies and The Incredible Hulk. All of them share 
the same universe, all point towards next year's Avengers 
movie wherein all the characters fight side by side, and all 
are pretty much affable and competent and nothing more. 
There's not a whisper of art in any of them, though I had 
hoped for some from Kenneth Branagh. I think I understand 
why he signed on for Thor, aside from the Asgardian 
paycheck: he must have relished the opportunity to make 
a mammoth blockbuster that would open in almost 4,000 
theaters in the U.S. alone. (It's already his biggest hit, not 
even counting the overseas grosses.) Fine, but in the end 
this isn't a Kenneth Branagh film; it's a Marvel Studios film. 
About all Branagh brings to it is a certain hairy-chested 
bravado and a lot of Dutch angles. I guess if you wanted to 
hurt your head you could try to fit it in thematically with 
his Shakespeare films, but the Bard, alas, did not think to 
include Frost Giants. Aside from the odd faerie or sprite, he 
wrote people. None of those here, really.

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with an ambitious fundraising campaign. Since its 
purchase of the Church Field required a substantial loan 
from the Coalition for Buzzard's Bay, as well as a big dent 
in the Trust's bank account, the RLT is trying to raise the 
money needed to repay that loan so it will be in a position 
to purchase other land as it comes available. 

The RLT has great plans for this parcel, and is 
working to have trails through the woods and fields to the 
river, the old homestead on the road cleared of brush and 
a picnic area established with a grand opening scheduled 
for May 21. This 32-acre parcel was formerly owned by 
Mr. George Church, who recently subdivided his 60+acre 
homestead, with RLT purchasing the southern parcel 
(his home and new equipment building which houses a 
museum are located on the northern piece). This land has 
outstanding conservation value, and is deed-restricted to 
ensure that it remains in conservation forever. It is located 
on the Mattapoisett River so that it helps protect our 
valuable water resources, and offers tremendous scenic 
value as well as great potential for passive recreation. 

To help residents see the growth of the fund, a large 
sign will be erected on Church's Field on Mattapoisett 
Road, indicating the progress towards the goal of raising 
$50,000 this year. A significant part of the proceeds 
from the sale of the Byrne property was also used in the 
purchase. In addition, a substantial amount was donated 
in memory of Jeffery Robinson, a local resident whose 
untimely death was memorialized by his family with 
donations to our land fund. But there is still a long way to 
go to reach the goal that will be indicated on the sign.
